In many instances, Miss 
Mobley finds it possible to dis- 
cuss the benefits to be derived 
from constant use of the clas- 
sified section of the directory. 
She also points out the advan- 
tages of extensions and other 
special equipment. Occasion- 
ally, she finds it possible to 
secure orders for such serv- 
ice without further ado. Too, 
there are sometimes instances 
when the response to the call 
will indicate that residence 
service is being used for busi- 
ness purposes—whereupon an 
upgrade is strictly in order. 


All service complaints are 
promptly reported to the 
plant department and, when 
reported in good order, are 
called again by Miss Mobley 
to make sure that the sub- 
scriber is completely happy. 


To say that Lincoln sub- 
scribers appreciate this serv- 
ice is to be guilty of under- 
statement. The notes Miss 
Mobley makes of each conver- 
sation tell part of the story— 
the splendid reactions of sub- 
scribers, as expressed to em- 
ployes, tell the rest of it. One

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Small Blaze Damages

(A random review of serious and frivolous telephone facts) 
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eee in one of our exchanges, a little old lady was 
stricken with a heart attack. She was alone in her home 
and the hand of the Dark Angel was heavy upon her. Death, 
she felt sure, was very near—and she did not want to face 
so poignant a moment without some human companionship. 
She dragged her failing body to her telephone and, with her 
last strength, she rang the operator and gasped out her name 
and the single phrase: “Help—tI’m so sick!” Then she fainted. 
The operator went into action at once. Calling everywhere 
throughout the countryside, she located an available physician 
and gave him no peace until he promised to drop all matters 
then in hand and start at once on his errand of mercy. Then 
she called the lady’s daughter in a neighboring town. The 
little old lady died—but not until the doctor had been able to 
spend some time with her and had done those few things that 
can be done to ease the transition of a human soul. She had 
not wanted to be alone at such a time. No human can face 
this possibility with equanimity. And, through the magic of 
the telephone, this little old lady was able to look once again 
into compassionate human eyes, was able to drop her tired 
hands into a warm and friendly grasp, before she finally set 
her face toward the Great River. Need I say more? 


“Not in many years have I seen snow cover the fields as 
perfectly as it has thus far this winter,” Vern Campbell, area 
manager at David City, told me early in January. Other por- 
tions of our territory offer similar reports. Scarcely a breath 
of wind has accompanied any of the snow that has fallen up 
to the time this is written. That is a bit unusual in this 
plains country.

The “News” has always tried to follow the policy indi- 
cated by the slogan “credit where credit is due” in publicizing 
employe activities in all lines.

The Hotel Williams, 
in York, recently signed a contract for a PBX installation 
which increased by some $19.00 the monthly revenue from this 
account, In the parlance of the radio comedians, “this isn’t 
hay!”

answer. Without detracting in the least from the value of the 
previous interviews, it was Mr. Aydelott who capitalized upon them, 
and we commend his alertness.” 


Information of this type is always thankfully received in 
the “News” office. Let’s have more of it. 


Andy Holt, the “old maestro” of the York area, button- 
holed me recently to tell me how Cashier Lola Niedergerke, 
of the York business office, always hides his pipe when he lays 
it on the office counter—and how she mistook a customer’s 
pipe for Andy’s and hid it! And was very red-faced when the 
customer demanded it in no uncertain terms and she couldn’t 
remember where she’d hidden it! Andy was in stitches when 
he told me. “Beats all,” he guffawed, “how some folks have 
such a time remembering where they put things. Thank 
goodness, I have a fine memory.” Following which, a week 
or two later, Andy mislaid Company Car No. 138 on the streets 
of York. He left the office with it and came back without 
it. It was lost for a day or maybe two. The police were called 
in and a merry time was had by all. Right up to the last mo- 
ment, Andy was all wide-eyed innocence when questioned. 
“Didn't have it—haven’t seen it,’ was his constant answer.

However, I 
pointed out that she wasn’t 
obligated to call and gave her 
some sample rates which as- 
tonished her because they 
were so low. She then asked 
for rates to Grand Rapids, 
Mich., and Okmulgee, Okla. 
She thanked me very much for 
calling.”

Plant Accident Report 
Shows Increase 


ee annual report of -acci- 
dents issued by the gen- 
eral plant department for the 
year 1939 indicates that acci- 
dents are still on the upward 
trend. The report shows 48 
accidents in 1939 as compared 
to 43 in 1938 and 37 in 1937. 


Twelve of the 48 accidents 
were “lost-time” accidents on 
which 253 days’ time was lost 
as compared to 10 in 1938 with 
240 days’ lost time, and 12 in 
1937 with only 91 days’ lost 
time. Thirteen of the 1939 
accidents were in the nature 
of “sprains or strains,” while 
there were eleven each in the 
nature of “cuts, wounds or 
punctures,’ and “bruises.” 
There were five eye injuries 
and four injuries due to dog 
bites. On one of these cases 
the repair man was bitten by 
a subscriber’s dog while at the 
door trying to collect a tele- 
phone bill. A bit unusual this 
year was the fact that there 
were no accidents caused by 
poison ivy or poison oak. 


“Slipping or stumbling on 
ground, floor, or stairs’ con- 
tributed to six accidents dur- 
ing 1939, the same number as 
in 1938; while “loading, un- 
loading or handling poles” tied 
for first place, there also being 


were but two accidents of this 
nature in 1938. Ranking third 
comes accidents caused by 
“climbers breaking out,” there 
being five in 1939 as compared 
to two in 1938. 

There were 16 automobile 
accidents in 1939 as compared 
to 13 in 1938 and as our Com- 


‘pany-owned automobiles were 


driven 283,422 less miles in 
1939 than in 1938, our accident 
rate of automobile accidents 
per 100,000 miles increased 
from .73 in 1938 to 1.06 in 1939.

NEW type of neon sign was 
placed on our Nebraska City 


ybuilding early in February, 


replacing the large vertical 
glass letter sign which had 
been in service there for many 
years. The new neon is of the 
horizontal type and is so much 
smaller than the old sign that 
its use will result in an appre- 
ciable reduction in current 
consumption. It carries the 
word ‘Telephone’ on _ both 
sides in neon letters, with a 
reproduction of our trade 
mark in an inner-illuminated 
transparency at the top. Color 
of the neon tubing is the new 
“powder rose” which is rapid- 
ly replacing the older glaring 
red neon by reason of the 
popularity of its lovely soft 
glow. 


This horizontal-type neon 
sign has been approved as 
standard equipment for all fu- 
ture installations on such of 
our buildings as require illum- 
inated signs. In general, such 
signs are necessary only on

DIRECTORS HOLD 
ANNUAL MEETING 


Agee Reports Lowering of 
Revenue and Expenses in 
1939. 


fl bier annual meeting of the 
stockholders and the board 
of directors of this Company 
was held on February 6. Gen- 
eral Manager J. H. Agee, in his 
annual report, ‘said that the 
total revenues for the year 
amounted: to $2,654,065, which | 
was $24,561 less than in 1988. 
A portion of this revenue drop 
was caused by the abandon- 
ment of Postal Telegraph op- 
erations on August 1. This 
was more or less offset by a 
consequent reduction in ex- 
penses. 


Total expenses for the year, 
less taxes, were $1,809,110, a 
decrease of $25,995 over 1938. 
Taxes were $258,856. Toll rev- 
enues dropped $3,844 for the 
year. Average number of em- 
ployes was 1,130, which is 85 
less than in 1938. Consolida- 
tion of unprofitable exchanges 
with larger units continued 
during the year, reducing our 
total number of exchanges 
from the high point of 134, in 
1931, to the present number 
of 118. 


Operating economies _ re- 
flected above permitted the 
Company to maintain its plant 
in its usual fine condition and 
to pay the usual dividends to 
stockholders. Late in the year, 
a plan was worked out for the 
reduction of the preferred 
stock dividends, as well as the 
reduction of the total amount 
of preferred stock outstanding, 
and the savings brought about 
through this step made possi- 
ble a wage readjustment which 
became effective January l, 
1940. 


Membership of the board of 
directors and personnel of the 


official staff remains un- 
changed for 1940. 


Benefit and Pension 
Committee Report 


Nags annual report of the op- 
erations of the “Plan for 
Employes’ Pensions, Disabil- 
ity and Death Benefits,” just 
released by the benefit com- 
mittee, conveys considerable 
interesting information. Since 
a resume of 1939 accident 
cases appears elsewhere in 
this issue, we shall pass over 
this portion of the report. 
Sickness cases, both male and 
female, jumped from 75 dur- 
ing 1938 to 95 during 1939. 
Number of days lost (not in- 
cluding first seven days) in- 
creased from 2,780 to 3,735. 


The total of all benefits paid 
under the Plan (sickness, acci- 
dent, death benefits and pen- 
sions) is $50,511.99. This 
amounts to $49.37 for each full- 
time employe. 

Death took three active em- 
ployes (John Lahr, Eva Sal- 
men and Erna Zwick) and five 
pensioners (A. T. Gille, Peter 
Gartner, Henry ‘Trobaugh, 
Ella Rasher and George War- 
ren) from the rolls. Employes 
retired during the year were: 
M. T. Caster, Harve Colvin, 
Harry Felton, Merrill Green, 
Frank McDowell and Sadie 
Urich. Total number on pen- 
sion payroll on December 31, 
1939, was 46—28 male, 18 fe- 
male, 
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(A random review of serious and frivolous telephone facts) 


\ RS. R. S. BREWSTER, wife of our general traffic super- 
-YLintendent, was in Los Angeles recently and attended a 
Charlie McCarthy broadcast. After the air show, the pro- 
gram usually is continued for some minutes, with Edgar 
Bergen’s wooden stooge indulging in merry quips aimed at 
members of the studio audience. During this period, a page 
boy dashed out on the stage with a telegram, asking if Mrs. 
Brewster might be in the audience. Alarmed, she gasped: out 
a startled “yes.” Charlie McCarthy thereupon waved imp- 
ishly and said: “You got the pot of gold.” Which recalls 
that I have a bit of information relating to the famous “Pot 
Of Gold” program which should interest you. It has to do 
with a study made in the four Lincoln switchrooms during 
the progress of the program of January 23. It discloses, 
through readings of the battery amperage discharge taken 
at five-minute intervals, that telephone traffic in Lincoln 
goes into a tail-spin during the thirty-minute program. Sub- 
scribers make every attempt to keep their lines clear in the 
fond hope that the Goddess of Chance will point her finger 
at them. Here’s what happened at the “3” exchange—an of- 
fice located in an area in south Lincoln that is almost wholly 
residential. As the program got under way—at 7:30 p. m.— 
the battery discharge was 105 amperes. This is approximate- 
ly a normal evening load. At 7:40 it had dropped to 95; at 
7:45 it was 90; at 7:50 it was down to 80 amperes. Now, listen 
to this. At 7:55—the moment when the “golden call” is act- 
ually placed—the amperage reading hit a low of 65! Five 
minutes later—as the program went off the air at 8:00 o’clock 
—telephones went into use again with a bang and the pull on 
the batteries jumped the amperage reading up to 100 in one 
fell swoop! Are you one of those people who snarl at friends 
who happen to call your home at 7:45 or 7:50 p. m.? I am! 


On the other hand, the recent severe weather which 
blocked roads with snow and brought temperatures as low as 
20 below zero jumped telephone usage tremendously through- 
out our territory. The Colon dial exchange recorded 175 
“busy” signals over a two-day period when roads were 
blocked. Area Manager Ed Dorland, of Wahoo, tells me that 
this number of “BY’s” is more than the total for the two-year 
period of the equipment’s service in Colon! Subscribers do 
value their telephones during bad weather—the trick is to 
get them to remember this fact when the weather is fine and 
the desire to spend the telephone rental money for something 
more novel is very hard to resist. 


Glenn Melson, former plant department employe now in 
government service at Memphis, Tenn., sends me a clipping 
from the “Memphis Commercial Appeal” of recent date. It 
describes the efforts of the Hotel Peabody—famous Memphis 
hostelry—to keep its guests from walking off with all its 
silver and linen. Last year, it seems, the hotel lost the stag- 
gering total of 1,620 sheets, 100 wool blankets, 10,000 towels 
and 6,000 pieces of silverware. Now, brothers and sisters, 
this is the hotel at which Claude Walker and Bert Huddleston 
always stop when making their annual pilgrimages into the 
Ozarks. Both men praise the hotel in no uncertain terms. 
“The service is marvelous,’ they unite in declaring. “You 
certainly GET A LOT FOR YOUR MONEY at this hotel!” 
I have promised myself that I shall sneer in best movie vil- 
lian fashion whenever, in the future, I shall be called upon to 
listen to their words of praise! 


Here’s a boost for secretarial service—a proof of its value 
along lines not contemplated in our sales manuals. Recently, 
at York, our night operator, Myra Underhill, sensed trouble 
in the home of a subscriber by reason of the fact that the 
station’s swtichboard light went into a series of flashing 
dithers. The patron was a secretarial service subscriber and 
had notified our office that the family would be out of town 
for the night. Miss Underhill dispatched the police to in- 
vestigate and a fire was discovered. The flames, working be- 
tween the floors, had caused a short in the telephone wiring. 
The fire was extinguished with some damage resulting, but 
under any other circumstances it is likely that the loss would 
have been much greater. 


You’ve heard all the merry quips, of course, which have 
been generated by the movie “The Hunchback of Notre 
Dame.” Most of them relate to people who went to see the 
picture under the mistaken notion that it was built around 
the gridiron exploits of the famed “Fighting Irish.” I didn’t 
believe the funny stories, of course, but now I’m inclined to 
think they have some basis in fact. Here’s why. Aleta Mae 
Schmidt, of the accounting department, Lincoln, saw the pic- 
ture recently and, when asked for her opinion of its merits, 
said very seriously: 

“I didn’t like it and I’m sorry I went. I thought it was 
going to be a football picture!” 

Life will suddenly become deliciously full of sweetness 
and light if I can now dig up some irate employe who sat 
through four hours of “Gone With The Wind” in the hope of 
viewing a tropical hurricane at close range! —N. O.

the service condition of his 
line. In other words, when the 
dial tone is heard (within ap- 
proximately one second after 
lifting the receiver) the sub- 
scriber to individual line serv- 
ice knows that the line is 
ready for operation. On the 
other hand, absence of the dial 
tine indicates equipment trou- 
ble which should be reported 
at once. Party line subscribers 
secure the same advantage 
from “dial tone” whenever the 
other party on the line is not 
using his telephone. The above 
facts apply also to extension 
telephones.

“TN the current issue of the 
Lincoln Telephone News 
notice was given to a Lincoln 
man who had used continuous 
service since 1904 and during 
the time had always held the 
Same number. Even though 
The Herald office has not been 
a customer of The Lincoln 
Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany that long, the office num- 
ber “77 has been The Herald 
number for at least 45 years! 


“J. W. Barhart, founder of 
the paper 51 years ago, select- 
ed the number ‘77’ when the 
first telephone system was in- 
stalled in Auburn and he prob- 
ably little thought it would be 
in use in 1940. During those 
years the Auburn system 
changed hands several times 
finally becoming a part of The 
Lincoln Telephone company, 
but the same number has al- 
ways been retained at this of- 
fice. In fact, ‘77’ has become 
such a part of Herald tradition, 
that J. C. Voline, present pub- 
lisher, has the license number 
‘44-77 for the office car. 


“Since checking The Herald 
number it has been brought 
to our attention that the Car- 
son National Bank has held 
telephone number ‘80’ ever 
since there was a telephone 
system in Auburn.

In 1916 the Company 
paid $5,100 a month in taxes; 
in 1919 it paid at the rate of 
$9,800 a month. Total number 
of telephones in service was 
61,562, an increase of 4,226.

pS purchasing agent for a 

large organization in Lin- 
coln recently wrote the fol- 
lowing letter to General Man- 
ager J. H. Agee. His experi- 
ence with “busy” business 
telephones made so great an 
impression upon him that he 
felt sure Mr. Agee would be 
interested. A pertinent sales 
point is here placed before our 
organization: 


“Today two people were in 
my office and engaged with 
me in a conference which cul- 
minated in the organization 
which I represent making a 
quick purchase of equipment 
amounting to $400.00. Business 
important to our organization 
as well as of importance to the 
firm the two gentlemen repre- 
sented, 
rapid action. 


“Two firms in this city were 
in a position to supply the 
equipment and, if necessary, 
related service involved in the 
purchase. I called the firm 
whose equipment and: price I 
preferred. Seven times I 
called this number over a 
period of 23 minutes by the 
watch. When the seventh call 
availed nothing but a busy 
buzz, the senior of my two as- 
sociates exploded, ‘A firm 
whose telephone is so continu- 
ously busy can’t give us the 
service we want on this deal 
regardless of how good its 
equipment is. Call somebody 
else or count me out.’ The 
competitor answered the tele- 
phone on the first ring, im- 
mediately sent over a repre- 
sentative to discuss the mat- 
ter with us, and received the 
order. 


“I spend $50,000 a year for 
the organization I represent. 
My job depends upon my get- 
ting value received for money 
expended. Seventy-five per 
cent of that fund goes for com- 
modities, supplies, equipment 
and service. Time is an ele- 
ment in almost every deal I 
make. Much of this business 
is either started, arranged, or 
culminated by local and long 
distance telephone. 

“If I were to call at a man’s 
place of business and had to 
stand in line for minutes, and 
possibly hours, and was met 
with the response, ‘Our place 
is full of customers; none of 
our salesmen can talk to you; 
we're too busy; go away and 
come back some other time, 
when it is convenient for us to 
serve you, I don’t think I’d 
return to that place of business 
many times. I get the impres- 
sion they do not think enough 
of my business to spend the 
few dollars per month for ad- 
ditional telephone service that 
would be necessary for them 
to make it convenient and easy 
for me and many others like 
me to either get information 
about their product and serv- 
ice or to actually place an or- 
der by telephone. 

“As the old saying goes, 
‘You never miss what you 
have never had.’ So, maybe 
these fellows whose telephone 
service lines are always 
crowded, don’t miss my $37,500 
worth of business, or their 
normal portion of it. Anyhow, 
I am going to spend it with the 
fellow in business who is suf- 
ficiently modern to let me talk 
to him about business on the 
telephone when I please.”

PLAN IS REVISED 


Sickness and Pension Features 
Changed; Long Service 
Records Rewarded. 


: ne changes which 
liberalize certain features of 
our “Plan for Employes Pen- 
sions, Disability and Death 
Benefits,’ recommended by 
the Benefit Committee and 
approved by the Company’s 
Board of Directors, are set 
forth in a revised booklet is- 
sued to all employes early in 
March. 

Because some employes may 
not be sufficiently familia 
with the Plan to be able to un- 
earth the various changes—all 
of which are pertinent to their 
welfare — the “News” offers 
here a digest of the revisions. 

Sickness Disability Bene- 
fits: These have been liberal- 
ized considerably in their ap- 
plication to older employes. 
Remaining as before for em- 
ployes whose service has been 
less than 15 years, the benefits 
to be paid to those with serv- 
ice records of from 15 to 20 
years will be increased to: full 
pay for 26 weeks, half pay for 
26 weeks. Employes with 20 
to 25 years of service will re- 
eeive full pay for 39 weeks, 
half pay for 13 weeks. Those 
with service records of 25 
years or more will receive full 
pay for 52 weeks. Previously, 
no distinction on a service rec- 
ord basis was made in paying 
sickness benefits to employes 
who had passed the 10-year 
mark. The old regulation read: 
“For employes whose term of 
employment has been 10 
years or more—full pay 13 
weeks, half pay 39 weeks.” 

Accident Disability Bene- 
fits: These have been in- 
ereased in the longer service 
brackets to conform exactly 
with the schedule for full pay 
periods set up for sickness dis- 
ability benefits. 

Death Benetits: 
main unchanged. 

Pension Fund: The manner 
of determining pension 
amounts, and the plan of pay- 
ment, remain unchanged. 
However, the Plan has been 
redrawn in part to provide a 
further protection to employes. 
Definite provisions have been 
added to assure the distribu- 
tion of the pension fund to em- 
ployes only—tfor pension pur- 
poses only—in the event that 
the termination of the Plan 
should ever be brought about 
by causes beyond the Com- 
pany’s control. Thus, employes 
are definitely assured: that the 
Pension Fund will be used 
wholly for the payment of em- 
ployes’ pensions and for no 
other purpose.

RENDERS SERVICE 


Bereaved Lincoln Family and 
California Relatives Joined 
By Special Hook-Up. 


ONG Distance service re- 

cently made a_ splendid 
contribution to the peace of 
mind of one Lincoln family— 
a contribution which, it seems 
reasonable to assume, could 
not have been made by any 
other form of communication. 
The circumstances surround- 
ing the call are of sufficient 
interest to warrant a rather 
detailed account in the 
“News.” 


The aged parents and two 
sisters of a Lincoln man had 
been residing in California for 
some time. The mother died 
in mid-February. Five other 
children, living at various 
points in the middlewest, 
headed into Lincoln for the 
funeral services—on the as- 
sumption that the body of the 
mother would be brought back 
to Nebraska. They had long 
understood this to be their 
mother’s wish. 


To their dismay, they learn- 
ed upon arriving that the two 
children living in California 
had secured the father’s con- 
sent to interment there. A 
tentative date for the funeral 
had been set to give the six 
middlewestern children time 
to make the trip. 

Firm in their belief that 
their mother’s mortal remains 
should be brought back to 
Lincoln, the six children 
brought their problem to the 
Lincoln business office. James 
Crabill and Harry Gore were 
assigned to work out the de- 
tails of a Long Distance call 
which would permit six parties 
at the Lincoln end of the wire 
to talk to one party at a time 
in California. 


Six Company PBX stations, 
located in the Business Office 
annex, were strapped together 
on the office switchboard and 
it was made certain that it 
would be possible to handle 
the call in this fashion without 
too serious transmission loss. 
The six men and women were 
then called to the office, each 
was given a telephone, and ef- 
forts were begun to locate the 
father in California.

small exchanges in Ne- 
braska became an impossibil- 
ity during the decade just 
closed. Small mutually owned 
exchanges have felt the pinch 
in a manner that has very 
nearly wiped them out. Larger 
companies operating small ex- 
changes have been forced to 
draw upon the earnings of the 
relatively few larger ex- 
changes whch show profits to 
make up the losses incurred in 
the operation of the small 
units. 


In 1937, 82 of the 113 tele- 
phone companies in Nebraska 
were operated at a loss. Simi- 


lar losses were recorded dur- 
ing the two following years. 
Many of these small com- 
panies have exhausted sur- 
pluses acquired in a more pros- 
perous era, have no reserves 
for depreciation and their very 
existence is dependent upon 
the whims of weather condi- 
tions which may at any mo- 
ment wipe out their obsolete 
outside plant. 


Many factors have brought 
about this condition. Years of 
drouth and subsequent poor 
business conditions have 
played their part. Constantly 
increasing taxation demands, 
principally from the federal 
government, but also from mu- 
nicipalities in the way of oc- 
cupation taxes; a gradually in- 
creasing wage level and the 
widespread development of 
rural electrification have all 
had a hand in bringing about 
the present situation. 


The taxation problem has 
been particularly vexatious 
because economic conditions, 
on the one hand, have made 
it impossible or untimely to 
pass on this burden in the form 
of increased rates; while gov- 
ernmental restrictions of vary- 
ng kinds, on the other, have 
made it almost impossible to 
reduce costs. 


Rural electrification has in- 
troduced two discouraging fac- 
tors. Telephone equipment 
serving small exchanges was 
long ago constructed to operate 
on the economical “grounded” 
or “one-wire” basis. Systems 
of this type gave good low-cost 
service until the advent of 
rural power lines. Inductive 
interference has made such 
telephone lines useless and has 
compelled all companies— 
large and small alike—to re- 
build their “grounded” small 
exchange plants to make them 
“two-wire,” or “metallic,” if 
they wished to avoid being 
forced completely out of busi- 
ness. In most cases it has been 
deemed unwise under present 
economic conditions to ask for 
ago rates to meet this bur- 

en. 


Rural electrification has, in 
addition, made serious inroads 
upon the subscriber lists of 
small exchanges. Electric serv- 
ice has, without question, 
much to offer to homes long 
denied its comforts, and the 
reduced incomes of many Ne- 
braska rural families have 
made it seem necessary for 
them to choose between two 
very necessary services. Very 
often they have turned from 
telephone service to electric 
service and many subscribers 
have thus been lost. The tele- 
phone industry does not com- 
plain over this evidence of 
progress toward better living, 
it merely points to it as one 
bit of concrete evidence of the 
hardship encountered in oper- 
ating telephone exchanges in 
rural areas.

EFFECTIVE MAY 1) 


Greatest Reduction Realized 
In Trans-Continental Calls. 


NNOUNCEMENT of a re- 
~+ duction in Long Distance 
rates for distances over 420 
miles, effective May 1, has 
been made by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. Press reports in- 
dicate an estimated annua! 
saving to Long Distance users 
of over $5,000,000. Principal 
effect of the reduction will be 
in relation to trans-continental 
ealls. 


The effect of the reduction 
for toll users within our terri- 
tory can best be shown by 
quoting a few illustrative com- 
parisons. Present Lincoln to 
Chicago rate for three minutes 
is: day station to station, 
$1.50; day person to person, 
$2.00. New rate will be: day 
station to station, $1.45; day 
person to person, $1.95. Lin- 
coln to New York City: day 
station to station is reduced 
from $3.50 to $2.70; day person 
to person from $4.50 to $3.60. 
Night station to station on this

the Telephone Field 


EKLEPHONE and telegraph 

companies continue to have 
the lowest injury rates among 
public untility concerns, ac- 
cording to a recent report of 
the National Safety Council. 


More than 2,260 tons of 
nickels, dimes and quarters 
are collected annually from 
New York City’s 88,000 pay 
station telephones. Nine- 
tenths of these coins are 
nickels. 


In that chain of defenses 
known as the Maginot Line, 
which extends some 400 miles 
along the northeastern border 
of France, there are some 25,- 
000 telephones in an extensive 
communication system, it is 
reported. These instruments 
are operated through ex- 
changes 150 feet underground, 
interconnected by wires in 
cables buried in five feet of 
concrete. Each telephone has 
three separate circuits, to avoid 
}interruption of the service.

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| ies hineeiciuahare moisture conditions in our territory through- 

out the spring, climaxing a winter of heavy snows, together 
with the renewed sales enthusiasm of all employes, have given 
an impetus to station growth since January 1 that is highly 
Steady increases in monthly net gains 
have been noted since the first of the present year. 
January net gain total of 115, we added 125 for February 
and 201 for March. April’s net gain of 299—best April figure 
since 1936—added new hues to the rosy picture. 


To the 


mendous change in the crop 
outlook is an outstanding fac- 
tor, of course, in both town 
and rural gains. Wheat fields 
which, in late autumn, ap- 
peared permanently lost have 
revived under the benign in- 
fluence of heavy snows and 
good spring rains. 


Broken down into type-of- 
service classifications, the sta- 
tion gain figures disclose in- 
terestings facts. All types of 
business service showed. a net 
gain of only five stations dur- 
ing January, with main sta- 
tions showing a net loss of 21. 
A upward turn took place in 
February, with business sta- 
tions gaining 54. March 
brought a gain of 50 and in 
April the gain was 58, with a 
cumulative four months gain 
for all types of business serv- 
ice—including PBX and ex- 
tensions—of 167. 


On the other hand, town 
residence stations jumped 
away to a fine start in Janu- 
uary—making a net gain of 
103 in that month, 72 in Febru- 
ary, 137 in March, and 175 in 
April—for a cumulative total 
of 487. 


Three areas — Fairbury, 
Wahoo and York—have al- 
ready made their annual 
quotas. Several others, not- 
ably Auburn, Beatrice and 
Stromsburg are past the 7 
mark. Only two—David Cite 
and Hebron—show net losses 
for the year, with Sutton just 
breaking even. The Company 
percentage of quota, as of May 
I, is: 65.25. 


A note of caution, however, 
is induced by a study of the 
history of recent years. With 
one exception, we have made 
good station gains in the first 
half of each year since 1936. 
Then, with the coming of sum- 
mer, a house has fallen on us! 
We have ended each year with 
the following net losses: 165 in 
1936; 73 in 1937; 905 in 1938; 
361 in 1939. Rejoicing over 
our present situation is, there- 
fore, somewhat premature. 
The fact that we have a .740 
net gain on May 1, as con- 
trasted with a 316 gain at the 


same period in 1939, should 


not lead us astray. The hard 
days lie ahead and are depend- 
ent in great part upon future 
weather conditions. 


To help extend the spring 
gains a bit further into the 
year—as an added cushion 
against the uncertainties of 
summer and fall—a_ spring 
sales campaign has been ten- 
tatively dated for the month 
of June. Plans under way call 
for an interesting and exciting 
sales effort to be known as 
“The Dog House Campaign.” 
If a campaign is definitely de- 
cided upon, details will come 
to you in bulletins to be issued 
later in the present month. 
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om our June issue, we begin the publication of an intensely in- 
secretary-treasurer, Calvin P. Russell. We shall publish it 
in just the form it came from his pen. Lack of space will 
force us to print it in installments but we believe you will 
follow them eagerly.

It is this history 
that we shall publish.

The picture above shows the vote-gathering organization 
set up by this Company for the Associated Press, at its head- 
quarters in Lincoln, for the April 9 primary. Equipment con- 
sisted of 10 toll trunks, provided with special sets having neon 
lights, instead of bells, and jack and key for headset use. 


Fourteen girls from our traffic department worked in 
shifts. One or more remained on duty from 7:30 p. m. Tuesday 
to 5:00 p. m. Wednesday. The peak load was from 9:30 p. m. 
Tuesday to 3:30 a.m. Wednesday. There were 348 calls. 


The call requiring the longest time to report the figures— 
17 minutes—was from Omaha. The most expensive call cost 
$7.55 and was from Kimball. This primary brought out the 
greatest number of candidates in the long history of Nebraska 
elections—a fact which made the tabulation of returns ex- 
ceedingly tedious—but everything was handled to the com- 
plete satisfaction of the Associated Press. The same set-up 
will be used for the general election in November.

The Solution to May 
Accident Quiz Question 


S summarized from the 
various papers received: 


1. Who or what was at fault? 


Both “A” and “B” should 
have been on the same side 
of the pole when it was picked 
up and carried. 


In this instance, “A” was on 
the wrong side of the pole 
when the trailer was reached, 
and was at fault in raising 
the pole over his head in or- 
der to place it on the trailer. 


How could the accident 
have been avoided? 


After “B” had loaded his end 
of the pole on the trailer, “A”’ 
should have lowered his end 
of the pole to the ground and 
then moved to the opposite 
side of the pole, from which 
position he could have lifted 
the pole to the trailer safely. 


What steps should’ be 


If a pole is to be carried any 
great distance, it may be car- 
ried on the shoulders of each 
of two men, provided that 
the weight of the pole is such 
that it can be raised to the 
shoulder with ease, and that 
the ground over which the 
pole is carried is reasonably 
smooth and is neither icy nor 
muddy. 


Under ordinary conditions, 
however, poles should be car- 
ried in the hands or arms. 
Proper precaution must be 
taken against creosote burns 
when carrying poles in either 
manner. 


Precautions: 


a—Both men should be on 
the same side of the pole 
when it is picked up and car- 
ried. 


b—If, when loading or carry- 
ing a pole, a man finds him- 
self in the wrong position, he 
should take time to correct 
that position before proceed- 
ing. 


c—The foreman should be 
sure that men under his 
supervision have been prop- 
erly instructed, and he should 
observe whether such instruc- 
tions are being followed.

ONSTRUCTION of a tile 

and concrete building to 
house the dial switching 
equipment of the Hansen ex- 
change was begun on June l.

Major factors contributing 
to this decision were: 1. The 
fact that our net gain for the 
year to date has been so good 
that it has indicated an excep- 
tional day-by-day sales job by 
employes. Prospects, in other 
words, are being “nailed” as 
rapidly as they develop. 2. The 
May moisture deficiency had 
somewhat darkened the 1940 
crop outlook and had made a 
June sales drive appear ill- 
timed. 


Perusal of the net gain sta- 
tistics, published elsewhere in 
this issue, proves the strength 
of Point No. 1. Although only 
one area—Auburn—was added 
to the three which had pre- 
viously made 100% of annual 
quota, another area which was 
far down the line came to life 
in amazing fashion. David 
City, with a net loss of 15 for 
the year, shook off its slump 
during May and very nearly 
cleaned the slate with a net 
gain of 14. 


Should the rains come and 
bring with them reasonably 
good crop conditions this sum- 
mer, it is logical to assume 
that a zestful and: interesting 
sales drive will be scheduled 
for one of the autumn months. 


Meanwhile, our summer slo- 
gan must be “Hold Those 
Gains!” To do this, we must 
not overlook even the tiniest 
sales opportunity. If we can 
“Hold Those Gains,” we will 
enter the fall months in a far 
better condition than we have 
known at the same period in 
any recent year. -

Dear Mr. Spaugh: 

Mrs. Russell and I have just 
finished reading the interesting 
story of your life as told by 
Frazier Hunt in the Country Gen- 
tleman, and we congratulate you 
on having spent a long and stren- 
uous life developing our “last 
frontier” and that you are still 
going strong. What makes your 
story of special interest to us is 
the fact that I was also born in 
1857, and I rode the range and 
developed a cattle ranch four 
years, from 1880 to 1884, and Mrs. 
Russell, then Orissa Swisher, and 
I were married in a sod house 
two miles south of Goodland, 
Kansas, on her father’s home- 
stead, on August 31, 1887, a year 
after you were married. I took 
a homestead and timber claim on 
the south Beaver in Rawlins 
County, Kansas, stringing the 
forties along the creek bottom, 
taking in nearly two miles of the 
creek, where I located my ranch 
in the spring of 1880, the same 
year you and Mr. Manville lo- 
cated your ranch and bought the 
OW on Old Women’s Creek. 

My life up to this time had 
been very different from yours. 
My father was an Episcopal Min- 
ister and I was born in Stillwater, 
Minnesota, where he was a Mis- 
sionary to the Indians. When I was 
five we moved to Bloomsburg, 
Pennsylvania, where my mother 
died the next year. I was with an 
aunt. and uncle in Springfield, 
Massachusetts, until father mar- 
ried again when I was nine, and 
he took us to our new home in 
Glens Falls, New York. When I 
was twelve we went west. I was 
in school all the years until I was 
fourteen, when I was in the first 
vear of college at Davenport, 
Iowa. The college closed and we 
went to Corning, Iowa, where I 
later had the management of a 
lumber business. We went to 
Chariton, Iowa, where I studied 
dentistry, joined an engineering 
party running a railroad line, and 
went to work for a capitalist and 
railroad contractor and helped 
build railroads in Iowa, Colorado, 
and eighteen months down 
through the swamps of Louisiana, 
finally a branch for the Burling- 
ton in Illinois. 

Railroad contracting being 
quiet, I was in the office in Chari- 
ton as private secretary for the 
capitalist S. H. Mallory. A letter 
came one day from O. L. Palmer 
from Atwood, Kansas. Mallory

had furnished Palmer 150 head of 
cows to handle on his ranch on 
the Beaver on shares, The cows 
were from Iowa and poor rustlers 
as they had been dairy cattle. He 
had lost fifteen head and wanted 
Mallory to take them off his 
hands. Mallory handed me the 
letter and said, “Calvin, what will 
we do with the confounded cat- 
tle?” I replied, “Sell them to me 
and I’ll go out west and be a cat- 
tle king.” He said, “All right, 
you go look the country over, 
make a price you will pay for 
them, and you can have all the 
time you want to pay.” 

To make a long story short, at 
Omaha I outfitted myself with 
saddle, bridle, chaps, spurs, blan- 
ket, hat, etc. At Culbertson, the 
nearest railroad point to Atwood, 
I bought Olive’s buckskin saddle 
horse. He had just come from 
Texas with a bunch of ponies. I 
rode over to Atwood, 30 miles, 
looked the country over, located 
the claims on the South Beaver, ' 
built a good sod house, and moved 
the cattle up from Palmers. The 
Dunlap brothers, Harry and Andy, 
who had been there several years, 
had three miles of the Beaver 
joining me on the west, and we 
held our cattle together riding 
the divides to keep them from 
straying too far and to pass the 
range cattle on, to keep them as 
far as possible from mixing with 
our herd. Dunlaps had about 
200 head at that time. Some of 
our cattle would stray and join 
the range cattle so we rode with 
the roundups to help with brand- 
ing, etc., and to cut out our own. 

My brands were circle M and 
horseshoe bar. We ranged from 
the North Platte on the north to 
the Arkansas south through Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, and Colorado. Your 
range with the Converse and 
Swan outfits was further north 
and west so we never happened 
to meet. I have seen 10,000 head 
of cattle, 40 wagons, 400 cow- 
punchers and 2,500 ponies in a 
beef roundup on the river near 
Benkleman and the town was sure 
painted a bright red as you can 
imagine. We branded a calf with 
a circle M when we were moving 
the cattle from Palmers in 1880. 
He gave out and we left him near 
the creek, expecting to get him 
in a day or two, but could not 
find him. He was brindle color, 
and in the roundup at Benkleman 
in 1884 we found him, a big 4- 
year-old steer, and the brand ex- 
extended from the top of his side 
to under his belly. Several of 
the boys looked him’ over before 
deciding he was mine.

Harry Gore, Paul Bassett 
and Claude Helm made 3,600 
interviews, involving 472 ac- 
counts, during 1939. They. av- 
eraged nearly eight interviews 
per account. Mr. Gore must 
have “moved in” on one of his 
138 accounts, for he gave it 
123 interviews! 


The three men averaged 
over four planned interviews 
—not “calls”—per day. The av- 
erage monthly exchange rev- 
enue of the accounts handled 
by them was increased $1,- 
378.28—$16,539.36 annually— 
Over 1938. Percentagewise, 
this is an increase of 9.79, 
while the total Company aver- 
age was only .42. Toll revenue 
Increase generated by these 
interviews was even more im- 
pressive. It was $1,358.75 per 
month—an increase of 14.19% 
over 1938. This was in the 
face of the fact that the total 
Company toll revenue for the 
year was .58 below 1938. 


Mr. Bassett’s record shows 
an exchange revenue increase 
of 6% and toll increase of y Ay 
Mr. Gore’s revenue increase 
was 10.7%; his toll increase 
was 17.2%. Mr. Helm came 
up with a revenue increase of 
11.49% and his toll increase 
was 19.5%. 


Most sales, according to 
Sales experts, are made on or 
after the eighth interview.

“ONE COWBOY TO ANOTHER”

By the year 1884 the Dunlap 
brothers and myself had accumu- 
lated over five hundred head of 
cattle. The nesters and home- 
steaders were coming in pretty 
thick, making us lots of work and 
spoiling our range. One evening 
a couple of Englishmen stopped 
at my ranch and were invited to 
“pull their saddles” and spend the 
night, which they did, and it 
turned out that they were look- 
ing for a ranch for an English 
syndicate. The next morning, 
after a good feed of canned 
peaches, flapjacks, sowbelly and 
coffee, we rode up to Dunlaps 
and they, being influenced as I 
was by the good proposition of- 
fered, were willing to sell. So, 
without much formality, we 
closed a deal of $1,000 for each 
of our claims and relinquishments 
and $27 a head around counting 
all calves, with a good price for 
the ponies and ranch equipment. 

And so I went out of the cattle 
business with flying colors, paid 
all my debts and went into the 
lumber business in Atwood, Kan- 
sas. Settlers were coming in and 
needed lumber for soddies and 
barns. The town also took on a 
boom and there was a big demand 
for lumber. I stocked my yard 
with lumber which I hauled from 
McCook, Nebraska, fifty miles, 
and paid the settlers $10.00 per M 
for hauling. Much of it was de- 
livered direct to the buildings in 
course of construction and the 
profits were good. 

While in Atwood I had an ex- 
perience similar to that you had 
with that carpenter Buff. There 
was a cowpuncher who also made 
a business of shoeing horses, who 
worked around among the 
ranches. His name was Joe 
Sheran and he also weighed over 
200 lbs. He had a habit of com- 
ing to town and, after a few 
drinks, would become quite play- 
ful. To show his great strength 
he would grasp the hub of a 
farmer’s wagon and by main 
strength would turn the wagon 
over, then laugh at the farmer’s 
efforts to quiet his team and get 
the wagon right side up. A fa- 
vorite pastime of Joe’s was to 
throw his arm around a fellow’s 
neck and with a jerk throw him 
off his feet. The constable seemed 
to be always out of town when 
Joe came in, so Joe had no one to 
interfere with his sport. Joe had 
worked for me and I did not want 
any trouble with him so kept 
away from him. One day I was 
in the billiard hall when Joe was 
in town, and was standing at the 
counter near the door when Joe 
came in. He came up to me with 
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a “Hello, Cal,” and made a pass 
to throw his arm around my neck. 
Knowing what was coming, I 
ducked and his arm passed over 
my head, which turned him with 
his- side towards me. I struck 
with all my force, and caught him 
on the jaw and off his balance 
and his head struck the wall and 
he measured his length on the 
floor. Joe was a French Canadian 
from the timber camps, where 
they have no fighting rules, and 
he came at me with a vicious kick 
that struck me below the belt and 
nearly doubled me up. Being no 
match for Joe physically I made 
a strategic retreat around a bil- 
liard table. As Joe followed me 
he took a ball from the table and 
threw it at me with such force 
that it splintered a hole through 
the siding of the building. I ran 
out of the door and down the 
street with Joe in hot pursuit. My 
speed was marvelous and soon 
outdistanced Joe who gave up the 
chase and returned to the billiard 
hall. I ran past the corner and 
out on the prairie where I col- 
lapsed from the effect of the kick. 
When I came to I saw a man com- 
ing towards me, and it proved to 
be Bob Hendricks, the banker. He 
held out his revolver and said, 
“Here, Cal, take this and go kill 
the blankety blank.” I said, “No, 
Bob, I don’t want to kill him.” 


Bob helped me to an upstairs 
room in the hardware store and 
I laid down on the bed. I soon 
felt better and got up and went 
down in the store, went to the 
showcase, loaded a .38 Smith & 
Wesson revolver and a .22 also. I 
put the .22 in my pocket and car- 
ried the .38 in my hand, went out 
and sat on the edge of the porch 
to think the matter over and de- 
cide what I would do. I knew if 
I did not get Joe, he would get 
me, but I had an old father and 
mother to be considered. I went 
up to the billiard hall and, as I 
entered the door, saw Joe leaning 
back against the counter, my 
Stetson hat on his head and a 
butcher knife, he had secured at 
the hotel, in his hand. I heard 
him say, “If I can find the blan- 
kety blank before morning I’ll cut 
his damned heart out.” 


I said, “If you mean me, you 
won’t have far to look.” 

With the glare and howl of a 
wild beast he sprang towards me 
and my bullet met him halfway. 
He fell on his face, the butcher 
knife clattering to the floor. I 
handed the gun to the constable 
who miraculously happened to be 
present but had done nothing.

en G recently from a vacation trip to the west coast, 
I witnessed an example of employee salesmanship which 
made so deep an impression upon me that I cannot refrain 
from passing it on to you. The incident took place on the 
splendid “Exposition Flyer’—crack Chicago-to-San Fran- 
cisco train operated jointly by the Burlington and the D. & 
R. G. railroads—and most of it occurred during the fifteen- 
minute trip through the famed Moffat tunnel. Approximately 
ten minutes before we reached the tunnel the brakeman—a 
wplump and pleasant individual—moved to the front of the car 
in which I was riding and asked for the attention of the pas- 
sengers. He then explained that it was his job to remain 
in the car during the tunnel passage to make sure that the 
ear doors were kept closed. “Since Pll be with you during 
most of the next half hour,” he said, “I’ll tell you some in- 
teresting facts about the tunnel.” And, in all truth, he did 
just that. He pointed out the towering crest of 13,000-foot 
James peak, into the interior of which we were about to 
plunge; he told interesting things about the construction of 
the tunnel; he mentioned the fact that in crossing its center 
we would be crossing the Continental Divide—and emphasized 
this point by calling our attention to the westward-rushing 
waters of the Colorado river and, after the passage, directing 
our eyes to the eastward flow of the Boulder river. He 
moved: us to the left side of the car to watch the locomotive 
plunge into the west portal and he mentioned the great fans 
which dissipate the smoke, and described the gas masks worn 
by the enginemen. He explained, and told us to watch for, 
the train-washing device through which we ran as we left the 
east portal. In short, he told us so many interesting things 
about the train and the tunnel, as we plowed through the 
blackness beneath James peak, that all of us were fascinated 
and time passed on winged feet. And he closed his talk with 
this sweet bit of salesmanship: “When you folks get back to 
your homes,” he said, “I earnestly hope that you will tell all 
your relatives and friends about this grand scenic trip and 
this amazing tunnel. Tell them to come this way when they 
come west. We want to haul them over this road and we'll 
guarantee them solid satisfaction.” Well, that laid me in 
the aisle! I had gone through this tunnel on a previous trip 
and it had been an uninteresting and somewhat boring ex- 
perience. Frankly, I liked this new “travelogue” method 
and, in my own mind, I gave the railroads involved credit for 
a snappy bit of salesmanship. At the first opportunity, I 
buttonholed our “Burton Holmes” brakeman and got my feel- 
ings off my chest. “That talk,” I said, “was fine stuff. 
Must be a new policy of the railroads and I like it. Do the 
trainmen in the other cars do the job as convincingly as you 
seem able to do it?” He seemed a bit embarrassed. He hemmed 
and hawed a bit. “ Frankly, mister,” he said, finally, “it isn’t 
a policy of the road—probably because they haven’t thought 
of it yet. I just do it because I like to tell the people about the 
tunnel and, since I’m assigned to this car for the tunnel run, 
I might as well be talking as sitting in a seat with my cap 
over my eyes.” Remembering the multitudes of brakemen 
I have seen in that exact posture when not doing whatever it 
is that a brakeman does, I could see what he meant. “But 
that selling talk of yours,” I said. “You wouldn't try to tell 
me that you do that on your own—and that the railroads 
haven’t been smart enough to grab the idea? As a matter 
of fact, do you mean to tell me that the other cars were not 
getting a talk similar to yours?” He shook his head. “So far 
as 1 know, they were not,” he declared. “It seems like a 
good idea to me and no one has ever stopped me. And, so 
far as that selling talk is concerned, I meant every word of 
it. This is a good road and I make my living from it. The 
more people we haul, the more sure I'll be of eating regular. 
It’s as simple as two and two.” As he bustled away, I pon- 
dered at considerable length upon the amazing fact that the 
spectacle of an employee of a great railroad—a rather humble 
employee, too—in the act of giving a bit more of himself 
than he was paid to give should make such a devastating 
impression upon me. Here was a man who had seen a need 
for a service—and a chance to capitalize upon that service— 
which a great corporation had completely overlooked. And 
here were modest loyalty and the perfectly understandable 
desire of a human to help himself by helping those for whom 
he labored. It seemed to me that I had been taught some- 
thing I needed to know—and I am passing the experience 
along for whatever benefit it may be in helping all of us to ad- 
just our thinking to the fact that our Company, too, needs the 
constant selling efforts of even the most humble of its 
employees. Not alone the selling of our services—important 
though this is—but that intangible selling which results 


when the public discerns loyality and enthusiasm in the/g

Eliminates Details 


(OX September 1, 1940, the 

supply division of the gen- 
eral plant department began 
the use of L.T. 77—a new req- 
uisition, form which supplants 
famous old S.N. 60. Accom- 
panying the change in type 
of requisition form is a com- 
plete revamping of routines 
and procedures in connection 
with the very important ac- 
tivity of getting “the stuff” to 
the right place. 


Meetings conducted by Su- 
pervisor of Supplies F. M. 
Strasser and Supply Account- 
ant L. A. Stacy have been held 
in each district and the new 
routine has been so clearly 
and carefully explained to all 
employees who have been af- 
fected by it that details are 
unnecessary here. 


Outstanding accomplish- 
ments expected of the revised 
supply routine are: 1. The 
elimination of two forms pre- 
viously required. 2. Distribu- 
tion of the work load gener- 
ated by the preparation of ma- 
terial requisitions and trans- 
fers so that it is no longer con- 
centrated wholly in one de- 
partment. 3. Avoidance of 
duplicated effort with a re- 
sultant speed-up in the move- 
ment of supplies. 4. Reduction 
of the total number of back 
orders by approximately 60%. 
5. An appreciable reduction in 
postage costs. 


First reports on the opera- 
tion of the new procedure in- 
dicate that the splendid in- 
structional campaign carried 
on by the plant department 
prior to September 1 has made 
it possible for the plan to get 
off to a smooth start.

ia E been getting a big kick out of the amazing number of). 


advertising ideas which have poured across my desk since 
the announcement, in the August “News,” of a prize award 
for the best station sales advertisement produced by an em- 
ployee. Frankly, I did not expect the deluge which has 
developed. At the time this is written, the contest has not 
yet closed and I can visualize a tough session ahead for the 
judges. Elsewhere in this issue you will find the name of 
the prize winner and the names of those who will have 
merited honorable mention for their splendid efforts. This 
will, of course, mean that the judges eventually did reach 
a decision—but right now I do not know how they are going 
to accomplish it! There are, of course, only a comparatively 
limited number of basic telephone advertising ideas. All 
telephone advertising copy constantly rings the changes on 
these few basic ideas—and has been doing so for many years. 
We did not expect—because it was too much to expect—that 
this contest would develop so much as one fundamentally 
new telephone advertising idea. It has not done so, but it 
has developed some fresh angles of approach to the old ideas. 
And there has been genuine novelty and appeal in some of 
these approaches. The contest proves that our employees 
are still thinking about sales—despite the somewhat discour- 
aging factors interjected into the picture in recent years. 
Proof of this stimulating fact would have made the contest 
worth while, even though every entry had turned out to be a 
“dud.” And mighty few of them did. 


The things that some of our loyal employees will go 
through to make a sale or collect a final bill would fill a fat 
and interesting volume. There was Oscar Wohlberg, of Lin- 
eoln, who took an enormous mass of comb honey in settle- 
ment of a final bill—and got so sick of honey that he can’t 
look at a bee today! And there was Eddie Dorland, of Wahoo, 
who came back to the office one day from a collection trip 
—leading a mule! And now we have Frank Walters, the 
Beatrice strong man, who recently made a sale of a telephone 
to a party who was the agent in a Gage county community for 
a certain patent medicine. In order to close the deal, Frank 
agreed to aecept a considerable quantity of the “cure-all” 
in payment of the service charge and advance rental. Frank 
turned his own good money in to the Company, and then 
swore he’d be hanged if he’d throw all that fine medicine 
into the Blue river. So he started taking it! He was in prime 
physieal condition when he started on this “medicinal de- 
bauch”—but you ought to see him now. The man totters! 
He has lost fifteen pounds and simply cannot eat fast enough 
to keep ahead of the devastation wrought by the “cure-all.” 
He says his tongue tastes like the inside of a bus driver’s 
glove; he has overhanging bags under his eyes; his store 
teeth are too big for his jaws and shoot clear across a room 
whenever he starts to talk; his arches are breaking down and 
his whiskers are turning red!

As summarized from the 
various papers received, the 
following is the solution to 
_the September Accident Quiz 
“question: 


1. Who or what was at fault? 


Both “A” and “B” were at 
fault. “A” was not exercising 
the care he should, or he 
would not have encountered 
the hedge thorn. Had “A” 
moved more cautiously, it 
probably would not have 
been necessary to step back 
into “B’s” path. 


“B” was at fault for follow- 
ing too close to “A.” Both 
men should have used pre- 
caution in going through the 
opening in the hedge. 


2. How could the accident 
have been avoided? 


If the pole line runs parallel 
to one side of the hedge, 
workmen should walk along 
the clear side of the pole line, 
if possible, to avoid having to 
pass through the hedge. If 
necessary to cross through the 
hedge, “B” should have wait- 
ed until “A” had passed en- 
tirely through the opening, 
thus avoiding the accident. 


3. What steps should be taken 
to prevent a repetition? 


Since the men were engaged 
in transferring wire, it is as- 
sumed that they were not 
doing ground work; therefore 
it would be logical for them 
to be wearing climbers; how- 
ever, men working together 
should always be watchful to 
see that their actions do not 
endanger their fellow work- 
men. When working around 
hedge, care should be exer- 
cised to avoid contact with 
hedge thorns.

Buffalo Grass Develops 
Into Ideal Lawn 


R. J. Rogers, Manager of Wy- 
more Telephone Office, Gives 
Pointers on Starting Lawn 


KE note with interest the 

beauty of the grounds at 
the Wymore telephone office. 
Perhaps the greatest contribu- 
tion to the beauty is the 
sturdy mat of buffalo grass 
which covers the lawn. Mr. 
Rogers, manager of the office, 
who started the lawn last 
spring has given us a few tips 
in connection with the story of 
its progress. 


Sod was received from Lin- 
coln in twelve-inch squares. 
These were cut into three-inch 
square plugs, which were set 
into the ground, after it had 
been plowed and worked 
down level, about fifteen 
inches apart and set in flush 
with the surface. 


Frequent watering and constant 
feeding of the plots between the 
plugs was adhered to. In a few 
weeks runners started shooting 
from the plugs, taking root in the 
plowed soil and starting new 
shoots of grass. The plants multi- 
plied in this manner, and in the 
three-month period since they 
started in May, the lawn has be- 
come almost a solid mat of buf- 
falo grass. Only shaded spots 
have been slow in development. 


During the period of growth it 
has been mowed three times and 
has now become a work of beauty 
of which Mr. Rogers can justly be 
proud. 


“Two most important items in 
starting your lawn,” Mr. Rogers 


tells us, “are frequent watering, 
and weeding of undeveloped 
plots.” 

When started, buffalo grass 


lawns, according to authorities on 
the subject, will resist dandelions 
and other weeds and will weather 
drouth hardily.

Previous High Mark Of

‘HE new Lincoln directory,

Autumn Sleet Storm 
Damages Toll Circuits 


4 N autumn sleet storm, ac- 
~*~ companied by a high wind, 
which struck Nebraska on 
Sunday night, November 10, 
did: considerable damage to the 
toll lines located in the north- 
ern half of our territory. At 
the time this is written (No- 
vember 12) it is not possible 
to secure an accurate estimate 
of the financial loss. On Mon- 
day, November 11, all circuits 
to Omaha by way of Ashland 
were out of service. However, 
six circuits were working to 
Omaha by way of Plattsmouth. 
Our direct leads to Hastings, 
Grand Isiand and York were 
out, although it was possible to 
reach these towns by indirect 
routes. In general, our cir- 
cults to Kansas City, Nebraska 
City, Beatrice, Fairbury and 
Superior, while suffering some 
damage, weathered the storm 
in fair shape. First reports 
on poles indicated that ap- 
proximately 300 were down, 
with the bulk of these being 
reported from York county. 
This figure may be increased 
later but, on the whole, the 
well constructed toll lines we 
maintain today withstood the 
stress In good shape.

OUR GENERAL MANAGER SAYS-— 


N interesting fact developed in assembling figures from the 

questionnaire regarding military service which the men folks 
in our organization filled out. 76 of our men served 
either in the army or navy during the first 
World War out of 388 men now on the pay- 
roll. That means in general terms that 
these 76 men were between the ages of 21 
and 31 in 1917 and presumably they were 
unmarried. 


Now comes the interesting fact—today we 
have only 10 unmarried men in our or- 
ganization between the ages of 21 to 36. 
In 1917 we had 440 male employees, so 
there has been a decrease of 52 men, many 
of whom may have been in the younger 
group, but a fair inference is that the older 
men have held on to their jobs and in the 
past ten years conditions in our territory 
have not permitted employment of many young men. 


Among female employees the turnover in employment 
continues at a fairly constant rate so that the Traffic Depart- 
ment keeps its average age on the under side of 30 but we men 
just grow older every year and don’t look for new worlds to 
conquer. 

Here is some food for thought—with many men approach- 
ing the retirement age, will there be more opportunities for 
young men? We think so. Is our pension fund ample to care 
for future retirements? We think so. Will there be more jobs 
if business improves? We are sure of that.

As summarized from the 
various papers received, the 
following is the solution to 
the October Accident Quiz 
question: 


1. Who or what was at fault? 


“C” was at fault, since he was 
in charge and his experience 
in handling heavy materials 
should have prompted him to 
direct the crew to use a safer 
loading method. “A” was also 
at fault for attempting to 
change his position while un- 
der strain, and was further 
at fault for not promptly re- 
porting his injury to the su- 
pervisor. 


2. How could the accident 
have been avoided? 


YOUR CREDIT 


OUR Credit Association is 
under the supervision of 


the State of Nebraska. Once 
each year an examiner of the 
Department audits the records 
of the Association. The an- 
nual audit was made _ last 
month and as usual the exam- 
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It could have been avoided by 
rolling the reel onto the truck 
on plank skids, the third man 
being employed to keep a 
block behind the reel to pre- 
vent its rolling back. The 
use of an iron bar is. not 
recommended for lifting a 
reel onto a truck for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


a. The reel might slide to one 
end of the bar injuring the 
hands or causing an over- 
load. 


b. It would be necessary to 
lift higher than when lift- 
ing directly on the reel. 


ec. The bar would have to be 
removed before the reel 
was fully loaded on the 
truck. 


d. An injury might be caused 
by the bar, should the reel 
get out of control. 


In the absence of a plank or 
skid, sufficient man power 
should be used ‘to lift the reel 
directly onto the truck by 
grasping the reel itself and 
loading it flat. Of course, if a 
power winch is available, its 
use is preferable to either of 
the foregoing methods. 


3. What steps should be 
taken to prevent a repetition? 


A repetition can be avoided 
by making use of skids and 
hoisting equipment when 
available, by taking such a 
hold on the object that the 
position will not have to be 
changed before the object is 
loaded, and by providing suf- 
ficient man power to do the 
job without strain.

GENEVA AREA WINS “DOG HOUSE’ 
CAMPAIGN WITH A TOTAL OF 52 SALES! 


Western District Makes Over 200% of Quota; 
Company Net Gain Is 242 Stations; Total Sales 
Were 981; Only Two Areas Fail To Make Quota! 


HE “Dog House” sales campaign, which began on November 

18, came to a smashing finish on December 14 with Geneva 
area winning first place “under wraps” with total sales of 52 
stations for 433.3 per cent of quota and a net gain of 17 sta- 
tions. That the campaign has had a splendid effect upon the 
Company’s station totals for the year can best be evidenced 
by the fact that a net gain of 242 was achieved for the month’s 


effort.

Long Distance Cable 
To Cross Our Territory 


d iecumcanees cable will span 
Nebraska from east to west 
following approval by. the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission recently of a joint ap- 
plication of the Northwestern 
Bell Telephone Company and 
the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company to build 
such a cable. The project will 
cost $7,635,000, it is estimated. 


The cable will join the one 
completed across Iowa late in 
1930 and will be a part of the 
central transcontinental tele- 
phone route. The central route, 
consisting of wires on poles, 
was opened for service 26 
years ago and was the first to 
cross the country. 


The purpose of the new 
cable is to protect telephone 
service against storms and to 
provide additional facilities to 
meet expected growth of tele- 
phone traffic in the state and 
across the continent. The new 
cable will handle intermediate 
calls between towns in the 
state as well as cross-country 
calls. For that reason, protec- 
tion of the service by means of 
the new cable will be of much 
interest to Nebraska telephone 
users, as this state is subject 
to severe sleet storms. The 
use of cable will minimize in- 
terruptions to long distance 
telephone service by storms. 


The project across Nebraska 
will consist of two cables laid 
side by side. The twin cables 
will be plowed into the ground 
by special plows drawn by 
tractors. Submarine cables 
will be used in crossing rivers 
and creeks. Work will begin 
at once and it is expected that 
the cable will approach Grand 
Island before severe winter 
weather sets in and be laid 
across the entire state by the 
end of 1941. The cable will 
be laid by construction forces 
of the Northwestern Bell Com- 
pany and the Long Lines De- 
partment of the A. T. and T. 
Company. 


After leaving Omaha, the 
route will go across the Lin- 
coln Company’ s territory, 
thence west through North 
Platte to Cheyenne and then 
south to Denver. 


Repeater stations will dot 
the cable. There will be main 
repeater stations about every 
50 miles and auxiliary repeat- 
er stations about every 17 
miles. The main repeater sta- 
tions will be housed in build- 
ings about the size of a large 
home and the auxiliary re- 
peaters will be housed in 
buildings about the size of a 
small cottage. 


Total sales were 981, for 122.6 per cent of the 


Under the plan used in this 
campaign, each area’s net loss 
was deducted from its total 
sales and only the balance re- 
maining, if any, applied on the 
area quota. Despite this fact 
—and despite the various 
handicaps imposed on em- 
ployee participation by the 
Wage and Hour law—only two 
areas failed to make their 
campaign quotas. And these 
two gave hard and intensive 
effort to the drive. They were 
the Lincoln and Sutton areas, 
and only Sutton—where crop 
conditions have been the worst 
in our territory—failed to reg- 
ister a single station in the net 
gain column. To Area Man- 
ager Glenn Stuart, therefore, 
will go the “‘super-colossal dog 
house,’ while Area Manager 
Charles Crew and his Geneva 
co-workers will be entertained 


at an area party early in Janu- 
ary. 


Manager Crew hit a genuine 
“jack pot” early in the cam- 
paign when Mr. W. W. Har- 
rington, who operates a truck- 
ing service in Fairmont, or- 
dered the installation of 20 
telephones in the homes of his 
drivers—Mr. Harrington agree- 
ing to pay all service charges. 
Fine public relations between 
our Company and Mr. Har- 
rington, due primarily to his 
satisfaction with a recently in- 
stalled 2-B intercommunicat- 
ing system, had a great deal 
to do with bringing Manager 
Crew this splendid series of 
orders. Even without these 20 
sales, however, Charlie would 
have been tough to beat as he 
would have finished in a tie 
for second place with 32 sales 
and a percentage figure of 250. 


Unexpected feature of the 
campaign was the splendid 
showing of the Western dis- 
trict which lead all the dis- 
tricts with 238 sales for a per- 
centage of 205.2 of quota. The 
Eastern district was second 
with 221 sales for 159 per cent. 
The Southern district made 
199 sales for 130.9 per cent and 
the Central district trailed 
with 323 sales for 82.2 per cent 
of quota. 


The Western district made 
a net gain of 63 stations dur- 
ing the campaign; the Eastern 
district’s net gain was 81; the 
Southern district gained 62, 
while a net gain of 36 stations 
was the best the Central dis- 
trict could accumulate. 


Due to the fact that the fin- 
ish of the campaign coincided 
with the usual publication 
date of the “News,” we have 
been unable to reserve a suf- 
ficient amount of space to tell 
the full story of this fine sales 
effort. We shall report upon 
it in detail in the January 
“News.”

As summarized from the 
various papers received, the 
following is the solution to 
the November Accident Quiz 
question: 


1. Who or what was at fault? 


The employee was at fault for 
carrying his test set in a 
manner that prevented a per- 
fect body balance, for not 
having his climber gaffs in 
the best condition, and for 
not protecting his hands and 
arms from injury. 


2. How could it have been 
avoided? 


a. Loss of balance could have 
been avoided by carrying 
the test set in compliance 
with the following: 


(1) With the strap over one 
shoulder and under the 
opposite arm with the 
test set toward the back, 
out of his way. 


(2) On tall poles and under 
difficult climbing condi- 
tions, the test set should 
be raised and lowered by 
means of a hand line. 


b. Breaking out of gaff could 
have been avoided by hav- 
ing it so shaped that there 
would not have been a 
rounded shoulder next to 


the pole. 
c. Much of the injury could 
have been. avoided by 


wearing leather gloves. 


3. What steps should be taken 
to prevent a repetition? 
a. By carrying test set in the 


manner outlined above or 
using a hand line. 


b. By keeping climber gaffs| 


properly shaped and sharp- 
ened, and periodically in- 
spected. 

c. Employee should accept 
responsibility of protecting 
his hands and arms from 
injury by the use of leather 
gloves and by keeping his 
sleeves rolled down. 

d. Extra precaution should be 
taken by employees, when 
climbing creosoted pine 
poles, to be sure that the 
gaffs are properly set in 
the wood.

NOTHER link with the 
early days of the telephone 
was severed in Boston recent- 
ly when Mrs. Caroline A. Wil- 
liams, widow of Charles Wil- 
liams, Jr., died at the Hotel 
Somerset, where she had made 
her home for many years.
